YOUNG MAN MEETS WITH TER- 
RIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Floyd Bromwell, oldest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Bromwell of River- 
view was the victim of a terrible ac- 
cident Monday morning, that happen- 
ed near the Riverview depot. “The 
young man with his father and a 
helper were riding on the speeder te 
their work on the section of the M.

As they were rid- 
ing along he went to reach for some- 
thing on the car and in doting so he 
caused 4 large iron bar that was on 
the car to tall to the track. As the 
car struck the iron bar it tipped for- 
ward throwing the young man over 
the front of the car and onto the 
the track. Mr, Bromwell endeavored 
to stop the car, but as they were go- 
ing down grade it was impossible for 
him to do 80. 

The front wheels passed over the 
young man’s body near his lungs 
and the rear wheels over his head. 

When he was first picked up by 
his father he was conscious and tried 
to talk to him. After a few moments 
he lapsed into unconsciousness, from 
which he did not rally until Tuesday 
morning at about eight o’clock. 

His father with aid got him onto 
the car and hurried him to Grayling, 
where he was taken to Mercy hospi- 
tal. An X-ray was taken of his in- 
juries Monday night and it was found 
that his jaw bone was broken at the 
chin. His spine was injured and 
some ribs broken and the right arm 
badly bruised. Besides these he re- 
ceived some bad cuts and bruises. 

At first it was thought that the ac- 
cident Would prove fatal, but his in- 
juries are not as bad as was. first 
feared. At the present time he is 
resting nicely and getting along as 
well as can be expected. “Mr. Brom- 
well has numerous friends among 
the young people of Grayling who 
will wish for him a speedy recovery.

ILLINOIS FARMERS LOOK ASK. 
ANCE AT CHEAP FARM 
LANDS, 


“They simply won't believe it!” 
The statement was made by an IIli- 
nois farmer who had come _ into 
Northeastern Michigan and after a 
rather complete investigation of farm 
lands had bought 200 acres in losco 
County at a price which was not 
much more than one tenth of what a 
similar farm would have cost him in 
nis home county. “Our Illinois fut. 
mers are used to paying $300 to $400 
an acre for land and when anybody 
tells them that good farms in North- 
eastern Michigan can be bought at 
from $30 to $50 an acre and farms 
equipped with the very best of build- 
ings for less than $100 an acre, they 
are suspicious at once and insist that 
there is something wrong with the 
land or it wouldn’t sell so cheap. 

There are farm lands in the vi- 
cinity of my home which rent for as 
much as $30 an acre to canning fac- 
tories, which use them for growing 
sweet corn, and they can’t grow a 
bit better corn than I have seen right 


Fiumb plan but we will here mention 
au few ideas brot up by Mr. Currie. 
The plan is for the government to 
purchase the railroads of the country 
the price amounting to twenty bil- 
lions of dollars. Mr. Currie stated 
that the interest alone on such an 
investinent would amount annually 
to double the cost of running our gov- 
ernment any one year prior to the 
year 1915, and is a burden that the 
people cannot, afford to carry. Un- 
der the plumb plan the roads would 
be run by a commission of 15 men, 
five of whom are elected by the rail- 
road employees, five by the executive 
officers of the roads, and five appoint- 
ed by the president of the United 
States. This he claimed would give 
the railroad men absolute power to 
regulate wages, Working hours and 
all other matters pertaining to the 
administration of the roads, and place 
them in a position to dominate over 
every industry depending upon rail- 
road transportation. This, he claimed, 
would eventually lead to similar op- 
eration of all public industries, and 
pointed to Russia as a country under 
such control, and would work hardship 
eventually to the very ones who were 
now in favor of it, just as the peas- 
ants of Russia, he said, are now un- 
der this yoke that they. would gladly 
shake off. There the government 
owns and controls everything and 
even the small farmer cannot own 
his own lands but it is always sub- 
servant to the wills of the rulers— 
right or wrong. 

It is well known that Grayling is 
made up of a large number of rail- 
road men and that they look at the 
Plumb plan in a different light. They 
seem to be almost solidly in favor of 
it. We have the utmost confidence in 
them and are sure that whatever may 
be their ideas on this matter that they 
take their stand with an honest con- 
viction that they are right, . 

Mr. Currie says that organized la- 
bor is opposed to him and that Pres- 
ident Samuel Gompers, of the federa- 
tion of labor, has slated him for de- 
feat in the election at the coming pri- 
maries. We sincerely trust that we 
have not misquoted Mr. Currie in 
this report, and don’t believe we have, 
but if we have done so, we will be 
glad to stand corrected,,

Although 
he fell in a Boston street under ua 
stroke of paralysis, he insisted upon 
returning to his duties In congress, 
where the members stood as he en- 
tered the hall and cheered him on his 
way to his seat. A yenr afterward, as 
he seemed, about to rise to address 
the spenker, he suddenly pitched for- 
ward upon the floor. 

“The veteran had been mortally 
stricken on the fleld. Although he Iln- 
gered two days, he was not removed 
from the capitol, but remained in a 
ttle room off the oid hall of the 
house. There, still at his post, died 
this old and devoted servant of his 
country.

“Games and play’ for School mor- 
school. and community recreation, ar- 
ranged by Mel Sheppard and Anna 
Vaughan, issued by the Michigan 
Community Council commission, One 
Perkins Building, Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. : 

How to play and what to play is 
told in this manual on recreation just 
received from the Michigan Commun- 
ity Council commission. This special 
publication covers games for all ages, 
and though intenddd primarily for 
schools,. will be valuable wherever 
either children-or adults gather to- 
gether for relaxation and entertain- 
ment. 

A message to recreation leaders, a 
brief analysis of the rules for those 
presenting the games and suggestions 
for leaders, i8 followed by a series of 
games listed by ages from the first or 
kindergarten room to adults. In the 
last pages is a description of “The 
Little Wonder Box,” an athletic outfit 
which deserves a special story but 
which, briefly, offers material for the 
equipment of a school playground, or 
a vacant lot, at a cost so small, that 
gny group of boys or girls who real- 
ly want it can earn it themselves. 
On the back of the booklet is a list 
of pertinent questions to encourage 
thinking: % 

“Are you doing your part to pro- 
vide adequate playgrounds for the 
children of your neighborhood?” 

“Are you helping to make your 
schools centers for community play, 
education and recreation?” 

“Are you helping to make good 
Americans by making friends of the 


foreign born in your neighborhood?” 

“Are you doing your part to 
strengthen the agencies of your com- 
munity in the effort to develop leisure 
time activities?” : 

On the inside of the cover the rea- 
son for the existence of the Michigan 
Community council is set forth, The 
commission was created under the 
Baker bill, known as Senate Enrolled 
Act..No. 84, which was the direct 
outcome of a conference of represent- 
ative members of state, county and 
community war boards called at 
Lansing by Governor Sleeper in Mar. 
1919. 

With a deep appreciation of the 
splendid results attained by commun- 
ities working together in times of 
war, the Baker bill was framed to 
conserve that power and foster the 
kind of cooperation and team work in 
dealing with peace time problems 
which proved so effective in solving 
problems of war times, 

In the operation of the law it is 
recognized that each community has 
its own special problems for which it 
must provide its own solution. To 
help in this work Senate Enrolled Act 
No. 84 was enacted, creating a state 
commission and county boards, with 
power to foster the organization of 
community. councils wherever there 
was need of such organizations. : 

This method of community work is 
not the building of an outside organ- 
ization, seeking either to rival or du- 
plicate work already being dane. It 
is rather the people banding them- 
selves together to secure larger and 
better results in supplying the com- 
mon needs of a community through 
a more complete co-operation between 
all existing community agencies. 
‘Fhe bill specifically states that a com- 
munity council shall consist of all 
eligible organization in a certain de- 
signated territory, whether township, 
village, or city, which may desire to 
affiliate with the county community 
board and state commission, Its pur- 
pose may be any community work 
from the making of good roads to the 
providing. of special playgrounds for 
young and old, or the gathering to- 
gether of the people of the commun- 
ity for a special evening of singing 
or games. 

Dr. Winship, editor of the Journal 
of Education, sums up the value of 
the manual in brief foreword in which 
he states that the opportunity for su- 
pervised recreation did much to keep 
up the morale of our army. The 
lack of ‘such opportunity he declared 
was part of the reason for the break- 
ing down of the morale of the Ger- 
man army. He says: 

“This book will lead to school mor- 
ale without diverting attention from 
school life; without placing any strain 
on the teacher; without causing any 
loss of time from intellectual devel- 
opment while safety first morale for 
all the children of all the people.” 

The state commission has issued the 
book believing that it will do much 


to provide safety morale for commun- 


ities of older peaple as well and help 
solve the needs of the small towns 


and rural districts especially, by pro- 
yiding suggestions for better recren- 
tional facilities,

Seasonable Dishes. 

When the family enjoys a few nutty 
doughnuts try this simple recipe which 
makes a dozen and a half the size 
of an egg: 


Drop Doughnuts, 

Take one-half cupful each of sugar 
and milk, one and one-half cupfuls. of 
flour, one egg and one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, salt, ginger and grated 
lemon rind. Beat the egg white, add 
the sugar gradually, then the beateu 
yolk, a grating of lemon rind, a pinch 
of ginger and a guarter of teaspoon- 
ful of salt, milk and flour sifted with 
the baking powder. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls into hot fat and roll in powdered 
sugar, 

Egg and Sardine Salad, 

Cook three eggs until hard, cut in 
two lengthwise and remove the yolks. 
Rub the yolks through a steve with 
four sardines, season with salt, pepper 
and add enough cream or oil to make 
a paste. Shape into balls. Shred the 
whites of the eggs with a sharp knife 
and mix twice the quantity of finely 
eut celery, Arrange on a nest of let- 
tuce and drop the balls of egg paste 
upen the salad. Serve with mayon- 
naise, 


Normandy Salad. 

Cut three cucumbers and three hard- 
cooked eggs in dice, add a cupful of 
minced olive, half a cupful of pecans 
or walnut meats broken in bits «nd 
mayonnalse, Serve on lettuce. 

Coffee Blane Mange, 

Take two cupfuls each of coffee and 
milk, Add four tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch, four tablespoonfuls of sugar 
to a little of the cold milk. Cook until 
it thickens, then pour inta a wet mold 
and chill, Serve with whipped cream. 

Celery and Pineapple Salad. 

Dse equal parts of celery and pine- 
apple, cut fine. Sprinkle with French 
dressing and chill. When ready to 
serve add a few pounded almonds to 
a@ mayonnaise dressing and serve gar- 
nished with shredded almonds on let- 
tuce, 

Egg and Cheese Salad. 

Slice haif a dozen  hard-cooked 
eggs, ine a salad dish with lettuce and 
arrange a layer of eggs on the lettuce, 
then sprinkle thickly with grated 
cheese. Add cream to muayonnalse 
and spread a layer over the cheese, 
then a finely minced cucumber and the 
remainder of the eggs. Cover with 
mayonnaise and sprinkle with cheese.

DID YOU DREAM ABOUT GOATS? 

REUD states that modern dream 

books are but piggtarisms of an- 
cient Eastern writings of the same 
character and are necessarily bad oues 
because in nearly all. cases the Eust- 
ern Interpretatigns of dreams hung 
upon a play upon words which is, of 
course, lost‘in turning them into anoth- 
er language. This statement may he 
open to doubt and it is rather probable 
that the modern: empiric interpretation 
of dreams hag gradually grown up 
through a mingling of Teutonic, Celtic, 
Gallic and’ ancient Roman and Greek 
superstitions, which would account for 
the divergence of the interpretations 
with regard fo their symbolism. 

The most famous dream prophecy 
depending upon a play upon. words Is 
that given by the soothsayer, Aris- 
tandros, to Alexander when that mon- 
arch was besieging Tyre. Alexander 
was much disturbed by the stubborn 
resistance of the city and the conse- 
quent delay in his plans of conquest. 
One night he dreamed tgat he saw one 


_of those goatlike mythological crea- 


tures, a satyr—Greek Satyros—danc- 
ing on his shield. He demanded of 
Aristandros the meaning of the drenin. 
At once the soothsayer replied by di- 
viding the word into Sa‘Tyros (Tyre) 
Thine Is Tyre. Alexander took the 
elty.” 

Although Freud cites this as an ex- 
ample of his statement it will be no- 
ticed that the play upon words was 
Greek and not Oriental. Satyrs were 
of the male sex and had the horns, 
tall and legs of goats. They were mls- 
chievous creatures and sent the night- 
mare, To meet them or dreain of 
them was accounted by the ancients as 
unlucky, in spite of the dreftm of 
Alexander. This would seem to ac- 
count for the dictum of the modern 
mnystics that to dream of a billygont 
{s unlucky, though to dream of killing 
one or seeing one killed is a favorable 
omen; the latter probably originating 
from the killing of o goat as a sin of- 
fering mentioned In Leviticus. And 
the interpretation of a dream of see 
ing only the goat's horns—that it fore- 
tells bad luck—is easily traced to the 
prophet's dream of the fight between 
the goat and the ram in the ejghth 
chapter of Daniel. A few of the em- 
Dirles say that to dream of nanny- 
goats, especially if white, fs good luck,

Combination Marmalade. 

Tuke half a dozen oranges, half:a 
pound of carrots, put through the meat 
grinder and cook unti) tender in just 
as little water as possible. “Cook the 
rind of the oranges cut in bits in wa- 
ter to cover until very tender; add to 
the cooked carrots, Add the pulp and 
juice of the oranges dnd four pounds 
of tender rhubarb unpeeled, cut_ in 
small pleces. Cook all together until 
the rhubarb ts tender, then add seven 
ecupfuls of sugar and cook untill the 
mixture is thick. Seal in jelly glasses.

Tomato Succotash. 

Take two cupfuis of canned toma- 
toes, two tablespoonfuls of minced on- 
fon, two tablespoonfuls of minced cel- 
ery, one tablespoonful of sugar, onc 
teaspoonful of salt, a dash of paprika, 
two cupfuls of cooked Hma heuns: 
and two cupfuls of canned corn. 
Cook ali together for a half hour. 
Pour inte a buttered baking dish. cov- 
er with thinly sticed bacon and brown 
the bacon in a hot oven or under the 
gas flame.

“Draw Your Own ~ Conclusions,” 
Newspapermen Are Told After 
Conference, 


Washington — Complete agree. 
ment on the League of Nations ques- 
tion and united In their party’s cause 
was declared by President Wilson and 
Governor Cox, of Ohio, Democratic 
presidential candidate, after a con- 
ference at the White House. 

Meeting for the firat time since the 
San Francisco convention, the presi- 
dent and the governor, together with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the vice-presi- 
dential nominee, spent an hour on 
the south portico, of, the executive 
mansion discussing the League and 
other campaign issues.. All three af- 
terward issued formal statements 
voicing solidarity of purpose. None 
made any reference to recently pub- 
lished reports that the chief execu- 
tive and the presidential candidate 
were “far apart on the league issue.” 

They Are Qne, Wilson Says. 

The president declared he and Gov- 
srnor Cox “were absolutely at one 
with regard to the great issue of the 
League of Nations’ and that the 
nominee “is ready to be the champion 
of the honor of the nation and the se- 
cure peace of the world.” 

Governor Cox declared in his state- 
ment that be and Mr. Wilson were 
“agreed as (o the meaning and suffi- 
eiency of the party:-platform and the 
duty of the party in the face of threat- 
ened bad faith to the world in the 
name of America." He declared he

I found what I indeed already knew 
and what Governor (Cox has let the 
whole world know in gis speeches, 
that he and J were absolutely at one 
with regard to the great issue of the 
League of Nations, and that is ready 
to be the champion in every respect 
of the honor of the nation and the se- 
cure peace of the world. Governor 
Cox will have the vigorous support of 
an absolutely united party, and I am 
confident, also of an absolutely united 
nation.”

The prince is reported to have shot 
himself while in his residence, the 
Villa Leignitz, Potsdam.

Prince Joachim was born December 
17, 1890, in Berlin. He served in the 
late war on both the western and 
eastern fronts. Jn the first year of 
the war, it was reported that he was 
wounded in the fighting in France, 
and that for a Jong time {ft was feared 
that he would not recover. He was 
transferred to the Russian front 
where he had several narrow escapes 
from capture and afterward suffered 
a serious illness, according to Berlin 
reports during the war.

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GERMANS WILL FURNISH COAL 


Agree to Allied Demand That 2,000,000 
Tons Be Delivered Monthly. 


Spa, Belgium-—The terms, regarding 
the delivery of coal by Germany to 
France, which the conference of allied 
premiers laid down o the Teutons 
were accepted by them with modifica- 
tions. . 

The protocol provides that Germany 
must furnish 2,000,000 tons of coal 
monthly, and if by October 15, 1930, 
they have not furnished 6,000,000 tons 
the Allies will occupy the Ruhr. A 
treaty price will be paid for the coal, 
plus five mafks gold per ton as a 
premium for screening into different 
grades, which premium will be applied 
to the purchase of foodstuffs. 

Germany notified the Allies that her 
cabinet had agreed to the Allied de- 
mand for the delivery of 2,000,000 
tons of coal monthly, under three es- 
sential conditions and other minor 
conditions, 

First—The German government to 
have the distribution of the Silesian 
coal, or be alloted 1,500,000 tons 
monthly for northern Germany  in- 
stead of the present allotment of 1,- 


‘200,000 tons. 


Second—A mixed commission to he 
sent to Essen to examine food and 
housing conditions. 

Third—The Allies are asked to ad- 
vance money or provide credit for im- 
porting additiona] food for the entire 
German population. 


DETROIT-CANADA SPAN LIKELY 


Capitalists Propose to Erect Bridge to 
Windsor At Cost of $28,000,000. 


With assurance that $10,000,000 will 
be provided locally, steps were taken 
at a meeting in the Board of Com- 
merce last week for the immediate 


.construction of a $28,000,000 suspen- 


sion bridge between Windsor and De- 
troit. 

Representatives of the 25 Detroit, 
Windsor and Canadian capitalists at- 
tending the meeting decided that the 
structure would immediately pay all 
fixed charges and that construction 
js to be proceeded with as soon as all 
preliminary matters can be arranged. 

The bridge, it has been decided will 
be located just above Twenty-fourth 
gtreet, On the Detroit side, with the 
Canadian approach in Sandwich. 

The plans contemplate a suspension 
bridge of 1,770 feet span, carrying 
two 28-foot roadways, two 7-foot side- 
walks, two tram-car tracks and four 
railway tracks. 

The cost of a highway bridge only 
at the same location is found to be 
sbout $11,560,000, with the same road- 
ways, sidewalks and space for tram- 
cars, 


MOTOR TAX EXCEEDS $5,000,000 


Total Collected By State For Half 


Year Exceeds 1919 Total. 


Lansing, Mich.—Registration taxes 
and fees for motor vehicles, chaut- 
feurs and miscellaneous itema collect- 
ed by the state department for the 
first six months of the year exceeds 
the total amount for the full year of 
1919 by more than $1,200,000, as 
shown by the report of the depart- 
ment for the quarte® ending June 30. 
The total amount for last year was 
$3,719,453.59, while for the first six 
months of this year it aMounted to 
$5,033,370.15. 

The state will pay back to the coun- 
ties for the first six months of this 
year $2,512,755.96, as compared with 
$1,694,046.76 for the full year 1919. 

These figures are disclosed by the 
quarterly report which the law re- 
quires must be made to the auditor 
general, together with @ proper ap- 
portfonment to each county of one- 
half the fees and taxes paid by it to 
the state department,

Labor Party,” and oamed Parley P. 
Christensen, of Utah, as its Presiden- 
tial candidate, and Max S. Hayes for 
vice-president. 

Before the platform was “adopted 
and the nomination made the move- 
ment. had been swallowed, body, boots 
and breeches, by the radical labor 
group, which had been expected to 


provide only a relatively inconsequen- 


tial part of the vote which it had been 
hoped would go to Senator La Follette 
And as the movement disappeared in 
the maw of labor it lost all of its real 
elements of vote-getting strength. 

The committee of 48, after the split, 
decided not to form a fourth party. 

Although many of the Forty-eighters 
were disappointed and chagrined over 
the outcome of the amalgamated con- 
vention in its failure to nominate Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, the committee 
of 48, after repeated threats of an 
open breach with the farmer labor 
party, finally passed a resolution to 
continue its organization and suggest- 
ing its activities be confined to con- 
gressional, legislative and judicial 
campaigns with a provision for calling 
of a national convention, should the 
national committee deem {ft advisa- 
ble. 

Of all the groups which joined’ the 
new party convention last week, only 
one well-organized faction is left in 
the Farmer-Labor ranks. That is the 
former group in the amalgamation, 
members of the Non-Partisan League, 
stayed to the last, but their organiza- 
tion has, repudiated thé movement and 
refused to amalgamate, and has in- 
dorsed Senator Robert M. La Follette 
for President. 

The fusion movement, Forty-eight 
speakers declared, was wrecked by 
what Gilbert E. Roe, La Follette’s per- 
sonal representative, characterized as 
the “intolerance” of the Labor Party 
leaders.

DUTY OF EX-SERVICE BOYS 


They Should Assist in Maintenance of 
Law and Order, Says Nationai 
Adjutant. 


For the benefit of the comparatively 
few isolated communittes in which 
there is noticeable a tendency to give 
credence to misinformation emanating 
chiefly from the ranks of alien agita- 
tors and other enemies of 100 per cent 
Americanism, it ig deemed advisable 
to refer to an editorial in the Chron- 
fele, Cincinnati, 0., official organ of 
the Ohlo Central Labor Council and 
“Local voice of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.” 

Iu its issue of May 29, 1920, this 
Publication quotes the preamble to the 
constitution of the American Legion, 
and adds: 

“The above Is the preamble to the 
constitution of the American Legion 
and to our minds it certainly sets forth 
a principle that every true American, 
whether he be a world war veteran or 
not, can consistently subscribe to. 

“Recently an international officer, re- 
turning from a state conference to 
Cincinnati gave vent to the expression 
that the members of his international 
union would oot be allowed to join the 
American Legion. This to our mind is 
baby play. The attitude of the Amer- 
ican Legion toward organized ftabor in 
the state of Ohio, and locally as well, 
has been clearly. defined and has been 
approved of by the Central Labor 
council. It is claimed that at least 40 
per cent of the boys who went to 
France and across the water were 
trade unionists, If this is true, then 
the proper thing for them to do would 
be to join the American, Legion, and if 
ever the occasion arose when there 
would be a criticism of the labor 
movement, they could be of service by 
explaining our real ‘purposes, thereby 
eliminatigg some of the antagonism to 
us which comes from misunderstand- 
ing only. There need be no fear by 
trade unfonists of the American Le- 
gion. We believe they are right and’ 
that they are falr, especially thelr 
leaders, and as we suid above, we 
would recommend to every trade 
unionist who Is eligible to membership 
that he can best protect his interest 
and the wage earner by getting in Line, 
and placé himself where he properly 
belongs.” 

In this connection, the following ex- 
cerpts from a recent letter of Frank- 
Hn D’Olier, the Legion's national com- 
mander, to Thomas Goldingay, state 
adjutant of New Jersey, appear ap- 
propriate: 

“The American Legion has taken a 
very positive stand that, as an organt!- 
zation, {t should never take any defi- 
nite part {n any dispute between the 
employer and the employee, or between 
capital and labor. This policy should 
be adhered .to strictly by the national 
organization, state organizations and 
by the posts as well. 

“In any such controversy, the inter- 
est of the Legion is confined to that of 
the maintenance of law and order and‘ 
without taking part on either side, in 
case the situation should arise where 
Mfe and property are endangered, {t is 
the duty of a member of the American 
Legion to perform his fal! duty as a 
citizen, according to his own con- 
acience and his own understanding. 
Because of his milltary service, the ex- 
service man has a very keen sense of 
his responsibility as a citizen, and I 
am quite confident that he will always 
be alive to this responsibility. There. 
fore, in cose of a contingency: as 
above outlined, It is his duty to asstst 
in the maintenance of law and order, 
by acting as an Individual and offering 
his services to the duly constituted 
authority for the mafntenance of law 
and order.

SEEK NAMES OF NEXT OF KIN 


Community Poste to Ascertain Ad- 
dresses of Those Expecting Bodiea 
to Be Sent Home. 

While the American Legion is try- 
ing to perfect arrangements with the 
war department to assist in assuring 
relatives of prompt notification follow- 
ing the arrival of remains of America’s 
soldier dead fram overseas, word haa 
reached national headquarters of the 
Legion that a body of one of these 
heroes recently Jay woclaimed on a 
Hoboken pier for nearly a week with 
the next of kin totally ignorant of Ita 

arrival. 

According to members of a Legion 
post In the fallen soldier’s home com- 
munity, no notification of the body's 
arrival was sent to relatives by the 
war department. The Legionnalres, {t 
{s sald, learned of the case through 
indirect channels and telegraphed de- 
partment headquarters of the Legion 
in New York city, which arranged for 
shipment of the body to its final rest- 
ing place. The Legion post took 
charge of the funeral and the remains 
were interred with appropriate mill- 
tary honors. 

When the plan to return certain 
bodies from overseas was first an 
nounced, the American Legion endeav- 
ored to make arrangements with the 
war department to receive notification 
of shipment in order that national 
headquarters of the Legion might 
write direct to the next of kin and of- 
fer the services of the local posts in 
assisting with the funeral arrange 
ments in case relatives desired this. 
But the government officials decided 
they could not give out this informa- 
tion and compromised with an offer to 
circularize the next of kin to the ef- 
fect that the Legion would be glad to 
co-operate in extending honor to the 
memory of these heroes. 

In a bulletin forwarded to each of 
the more than 9,000 Legion posts 
throughout the United States, Lemuel 
Bolles, national adjutant, asks these 
community posts to ascertain the 
names of men of their respective lo- 
calities who died overseas and whose 
bodies are being returned, and notify 
Legion natfonal headquarters of the 
names and addresses of the next of 
kin, in order that It may take steps to 
prevent, {f possible, a recurrence of 
an incident such ag that recently re- 
ported from New York, zs 

News dispatches say that in certain 
cases it has been impossible to locate 
the next of kin after a body has ar 
, rived, and the government has interred 
‘such remains In one of the national 
cemeteries. The Legion has offered 
all Its resources to the war department 
to assist In preventing blunders of this 
kind. . :

Girl Was 18; Her Desire to Return 
to England Reported Cause 
; of Quarrela. 


“Following. a grilling of more than 
an hour by the police, Mithael Gree- 
son, 20-year-old husband of Mrs. Lill- 
ian Greéson, who was found murdered 
in her room, 492 West Forest ave- 
nue, early last Monday, formelly was 
taken to the police headquarters, his 
name written on the police blotter 
and a charge of murder entered after 
it. 

Through the long questioning Gree- 
son is understood to have steadfastly 
denied any knowledge of the killing of 
his 19-year-oldé bride of three months. 
He maintained that he had been at the 
home of his brother throngh Sunday 
night and early Monday. This state- 
ment was supported by the brother, 
Morris Greeson, when questioned by 
the detectives earlier.. 

At no time during the grilling did 
Greeson break down. He maintained 
8 calm and unshaken attitude and 
showed no emotion when taken to a 
cell in central station. His natty attire 
was in keeping with the manner in 
which he met the charges put forth 
by the detectives, at all times reply- 
ing dn a low, even tone of voice. 

Mra, Greeson was found lying on her 
bed, her groang having attracted the 
attention of My. .and.

She 
and Greeson had been married only 
three months.
